A REGIMENTAL UOG. 


The incident which follows is an excerpt 
from a narrative taken from the diary of 
Sergt. Bourgogne, of Napoleon’s old guard 
(Doubleday & McClure). 
There are live­ 
ly descriptions in the volume of the burn­ 
ing of Moscow’ and the memorable retreat. 
And 
though 
there 
have been other a c ­ 
counts of the horrors and the awTul su f­ 
fering of man and beast, there is none that 
so 
vividly portrays them or puts us so 
closely in touch with the rank and file of 
Napoleon’s devoted followers. 
and 
then 
I now beard cannon, 
musketry fire. 
I t was tlie rear-guard 
leaving the town 
of 
iina, 
with 
Marshal *Yey in command, engag­ 
ing the Russians. 
Those who were 
no longer able to figlTt ran as fast as 
they possibly could. 1 tried to follow 
them, but my frozen foot and bad 
boots prevented me; then the colic, 
which came on repeatedly, and forced 
me to stop, hindered me, and 
I found 
my self always in the rear. 
I heard 
a confused sound behind 'me, and 
I 
was hustled bv several men of the 
R hine Confederation running off as 
fast as they could. 
I fell full length 
•/ 
in tlie snow, and immediately sev- 


for it had been laoen with biicuiis 
ind flour. 
I proposed to Daubcnton 
to halt a moment, for my colic had 
come on again,

eral others ]>assed over my body. 
I 
raised myself with great dilTiculty, 
fo r I was in great pain; but 1 was so

nothing. 
T h e rear-guard was not 
far off— if it passed me 1 was lost; 
but the marshal called a halt, to give 
the other m en still leaving the town 
time to join us. To hold the enemy in 
check, the marslial had vith 
him 
about 300 men. 
i: In front of me was a man whom 
I reco gnized by his cloak as belong- 
jn^ to the regiment. H e was walking 
•v ery m uch bent, 
apparently 
over­ 
whelmed bv the weight of a burden 
he was carrying upon bis knapsack 
and slioulders. 
]\iaking an elTort to 
get near him, T saw tliat tlie burden 
was a dog, and th at the m an was an 
o ld sergeant nam ed Dauhenton. Tlie 


nanicd bv several Cos.<acks scattered 
i.

iierc and there, 
d'hev moved on so 
as to cut off the Hessians and our­ 
selves, and a vast num ber of other 
unforiunaie men who had just caught 
sight of them, and who turned hack 
O 
^ 
to rejoin the rear guard, crying out: 
‘‘Beware of the Cossacks.'^ 
T he Hessians, under command of 
two oiiieers, who had probably caught 
sight of the Russians before we did, 
put themselves in order of defense. 
At this moment wc saw a grenadier 
of the line pass near to us, running 
to take rank among 
the Hessians. 
We prepared to do the same, but 
Daubcnton, hampered 
by 
^louton, 
wished to put him in the wagon. W'e 
liad no time, however, for the cavalry 
came at a gallop alongside the H es­ 
sians. 
There they halted, signing 
to them to lay down their arms. 
A 
musket shot was the reiily. 
I t was 
that of the French grenadier, fol- 


mercy of such an enemy, who in any 
other circumstances would not have 
dared stand up one luinlite before 
him. 
To quench his tliirst I saw him 
fill his hand with snow and carry it 
to liis mouth, and instantly seize his 
weapon again. 
Now in his turn he 
threatened his enemy.

wounded, 
or with 
frozen feet and hands. 
Hthcrs, who 
were stronger, as veil as some Hes­ 
sians, escaped from the iir>t charge, 
were able to withstand them for a lit­ 
tle, but th.at could not last, either— 
they must l)C relieved or captured. 
Tlic cavalryman witli whom 
my 
old comrade was doing business had
